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Why the Call? 

Canadians are in no mood to be 
dragged into a needless war to 
gratify the antagonisms of Burope 
or to cover up the mistakes of Al- 
lied statesmen. Still less are they 
inclined to rush into hostilities 
without taking a deliberate survey 
of the issue. They have been 
through the horrors and have not 
forgotten the grim realities nor re- 
sovered from the wounds. Our | 
dead in Flanders are still too much 
in mind, our crippled too many, 
and our debt far too ‘heavy, for 
jingoism. So far as (Canada is 
concerned the peoples of the old 
world will have to settle their dis- | 
putes among themselves unless it 
can ‘be shown that a solemn obliga- | 
tion rests upon the people of the 
Dominion to intervene at the cost 
of the lives of more of their sons. 

That does not at all mean that 
Oanada will not fight if it comes 
to the place where fighting has to 
be done.or.e duty.shirked, Oana 
dians are a peacable people, but | 
they are no pacifist brood. Much 
as they hate war they understand 
that there are things which are 
still worse than war, and that na- 
tional dishonor is too high a price | 
to pay for the kind of peace that 
can ‘be bought with such coinage. | 
As between sending a contingent | 
to help keep the ‘Turk out of Eur- | 
ope and going back upon a plain | 
responsibility, they could have no 
choice. But ‘before they plunge 
again inte the fray oversea they 
are entitled to ask themselves whe 
ther such an obligation rests upon 
them. That is what ‘they are now 
doing, from one end of the Domin- 
jon to the other. 

In that regard one thing is to ‘be 
noted, ‘This is not really a new 
war that Canada is asked to take a 
hand in. It is mot even a hang 
over from the great conflict, og an 
eruption arising out, of the settle- 
ment made at Faris. It is, in fact, 
only a new phase of the same war 
So far as the Turk was concerned 
the war which began in 1914 has 
not ended yet. He was not in the | 
supposedly final scene that was 
staged in Paris, He did not sign | 
the Treaty of Versailles. Neither 
has he signed any other treaty. His 
territory in Europe has been par- 
celled out among the Allies, ‘his | 
capital oceupied by an interna 
tional force and his Sultan made a 
virtual prisoner in his palace, ‘but 
the arrangement has never~been 
ratified by ‘the Turkish parliament 
or by any other body or person

If the other 
white sections of the Empire stand 
aloof while Britain fights the 
Turks, what conclusion will the 
co-religionists of the Turks, inside 
and outside the Empire, draw from 
that? Perhaps what London needs 
is not so much help in dealing with 
the Turk as a demonstration of the 
solidarity of the Dominions for 
the benefit of the restless ‘‘faith 
ful’’ in the Asiatic and African 
colonies and protectorates, 


A New Ally for the Turk, 

Lord Northcliffe is dead, sure 
enough. The Daily Mail is start 
ing a campaign against the British 
Government because it proposes 
to keep the Turk out of Europe. 
Northeliffe was not over-particu 
lar what cause he espoused, so long 
asit gave him ground upon which 
to condemn Lloyd George. But it is 
doubtful if he would have adopted 
the bloody Turk as a politieal pro 
tege, and demanded his reinstate 
ment in the Balkans as the price 
of the peace that certainly would 
not follow. 


What He Means. 
Kemal says his forces 
attack Constantinople the 
Powers hand back the European 
territory that formerly belonged 
Certainly not. Why 
should they? The German army 
would not have attacked Liege if 
the Belgians had given them free 
right-of-way. The battle of the 
Marne would never have been 
fought if France had given up 
Paris without a struggle. War can 
always be avoided—by one party 
surrendering unconditionally to 
the other, Furope can keep out 
of war in the-Near Hast for a time 
if it wants to pay that priee 
Kemal is only announcing his in- 
tention in the indirect way. What 
it amounts to is that he intends to 
get Thrace—without fighting if he
